Unity

The hope that the return. of the 
Liberal congregations to the Board of 
Deputies would be an augury. of 
greater unity within the community 
was expressed by Col. L. H: Gluck- 
stein, T.D., Q.C., President, who was 
in the chair at the annual meeting ot 
the Liberal Jewish Svnagogue, held 
at 28, St. John’s Wood Road, Lon- 
don, N.W., on Tuesday of last week. 

Col. -Gluckstein, who presented the 
annual report, said that they were happy 
to report an agreement with the. Board 
of Deputies under which their congrega- 
tion and the other: Liberal synagogues 


were able to return to. the Board In 


accordance with that agreement they. had 
sent Deputies to the Board last year and 


.they were. sending Deputies again this 


year to take their place with the othe: 
representatives. of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity and to work. with them for ts 
advancement and. well-being. 

The President reported that 206 new 
members had been elected. during the 
year, and that the total membership at the 
end of last year was. 1,946, He spoke 
of the health and vigour of the congre- 
gauion. Their movement satished a 
religious need for many. thousands of- 
Jews in this country.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RISING ABOVE MISFORTUNE 


HE Sidra of this week contains 

the regulations governing. the 

Nazirite, the man who. volun- 
tarily abstains from partaking of any 
products of the vine, from mtual con- 
tamination with the dead, and from 
cutting his hair during the period of 
his. vow, The passage contains the 
verse, the priest shall make 
atonement for him, in that he sinned 
against the soul”; and although the 
context clearly shows. that the sin 
referred to is. the transeression of. his 
vow by involuntary contact with the 
dead, one of the most famous of the 
rabbis of the Mishna, in order to teach 
a striking message, mterprets it. as 
referring to the sin of makine such 
a. VOW, 

He is not concerned with the ques- 
ton of the justification of vowing in 
Judaism, about: which there —are 
divergent opinions, but with the nature 
of this vow Wherein,” asks. R.- 
Simeon...“ has’) the Nazirite sinned 
against: his ‘soul? In that -he-volun- 
tarily took: upon himself a vow. of 
abstention from wine.” And not con- 
tent with this. particular aspect of ‘dis- 
approval of asceticism, he goes on to 
give. it a. general application. “And 
if, therefore, this person who-abstains 
from... only..-One. permitted thing 1s 
called: a-sinnér, how much more. so 
that man who abstains from.all per- 
mitted things.” 


THIS well-known statement is usually 
taken ‘as one of the most. vivid 


expressions. of a characteristic trait of 


Judaism, a rejection of asceticism and 
the consequent withdrawal from the 
trials and problems of the worid. But 
undoubtedly. true though this inter- 
pretation 4s, there ts little doubt that, 
in its context, it. has another aspect, 
namely a resolute determination. not 
to succumb to misfortune. but to rise 
above it, When, after the destruc 
tion of the Temple,‘ there were those 
who said: “Now that the Temple is .n 
ruins we should neither eat. meat nor 
drink wine, neither marry nor "bear 
children,” -the essential optimism. of 
the Jewish people rose in. -revolt 
against the -spirit. of defeatism. It 


was not by withdrawal, but by a 
mamy shouidering of the burden and 
an acceptance of the challenge which 
it threw out, that right would prevail. 

The striking dictum of R. Simeon 
belongs to the same ‘category 
thought. For R. Simeon was of those 
who had witnessed the second catas- 
trophe which overtook the Jewish 
people so soon after the destruction 
of the Temple, the Bar Kochba war 
and the consequent exile of the Jews 
from Palestine. And R.- Simeon. b. 
Yohai was the leading figure among 


those who resolutely refused to accept 


the implications of that defeat [he 
body of the Jew. might be cowed, but 
his. spirit remained free... It was that 


attitude which caused the sentence of 
death tobe passed against-him,. which 
he avoided by POINg. Into hiding tor 
fourteen vears in a cave at Meron.

MRS. IWI AND THE 
MAGISTRACY 
Earl Jowitt’s Action 

Upheld 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The action of Earl Jowitt, the former 
Lord Chancellor, in the case of Mrs. 
Esther Iwi was upheld by his successor, 
Lord Simonds, in the Lords last week. 

After a dispute with her fellow justices 
in the Gore Division of Middlesex, Mrs. 
iwi gave Lord Jowitt an undertaking in 
November, 1949, that she would not sit 
as a J.P. for 12 months... She resigned 
from the commission in May, 

Lord Jowitt raised the matter follow- 
ing the publication of a. letter in THE 
Times, signed by Lord Tedder, Lord 
Horder, and Church. dignitaries, calling 
for a “searching examination.” 

After saying that the case had given 
him great anxiety, he declared that the 
quarrels between Mrs.’ Iwi and her fellow 
justices had reached such a_ pitch that 
there was a danger that the satisfactory 
administration of justice might be inter- 
fered with. 

Mrs. lwi, he said. had alleged that 
there had been some irregularities in the 
proceedings of the magistrates. — They, 
for their part, had alleged that she was 
an impossible colleague, and that they 
were’ quite unable to work with her. 

After a long interview with Mrs. Iwi 
he had formed the conclusion. that. the 
best thing to do was that she should 
He had 
hoped that after a year the quarrels would 
have been satisfactorily adjusted. 

“ T told her, quite frankly,” continued 
Lord Jowitt, “that. if she did not agree 
to this course | should have to consider 


the question of removing her from. the 


Bench. since the satisfactory admunistra- 

tion of justice must be my. guiding prin- 

ciple and my first consideration.’ 
Written Undertaking 

The following day, he went on, she 
wrote hitn letter undertaking not to 
adjudicate for a year. Then pro- 
ceeded to “agitate very much” about 
it and wrote a large number of letters. 

Lord Jowitt read to the House a letter 
he wrote to Mrs. Iwi in: August, [9S5Q, 
in which ‘he said he was deeply sorry to 
observe the way she had fought .against 
his decision instead of accepting it with 
quiet dignity: letter regretted. that 
she had * continually brooded ©” upon the 
matter and had not acquired “* a -sense 
of detachment.” 

When the 12 months had elapsed, Lord 
Jowitt continued, Mrs. Iwi had written 
to her fellow justices demanding. assur- 
ances before coming back that she would 


be treated on a basis of complete equality.. 


They were incensed, because they said 
they had always thus treated her. They 
met in December, 1950, passed. a 
resolution. by 29: to two expressing. the 


view that they would prefer not to have 


(to sit with: her again. 

Dealing with the letter in THe Times, 
he said that if the facts: had been: told 
him as they were to the Peers who signed 
it he would probably have fallen for them 
himself.

Plea for Expansion 


Suggestions for maintaining 
increasing the existing volume of trade 
between Israc! and Britain are con- 
‘tained in a memorandum issued by 
the. Anglo-Israe} Chamber of Com- 
merce, following discussions with 
Governmeni departments. The 
memorandum is being submitted to 
the authorities of both countries. 

The memorandum, which gives a sur- 
vey of Anglo-Israeli trade, pomts gut 
that despite an increasing trend over the 
past few years the volume of trade had 
not yet attamed the former 1947-48 
Mandatory Palestine level. 

As a result of three years rehabilitation 
work and the planting of many new 
groves there were considerable possibili- 
ties, the memorandum. states, for. an 
expansion of citrus exports to the United 
Kingdom, providing some assurance of 
a reasonable stable market can be given. 
The imminent reopening of-the potash 
work at the southern end of the Dead 
Sea is expected to lead to an early 
resumption of potash exports. These 
exports, together with: Israel's new export 
of. fertilisers. could lead to a gradual 
reduction in the adverse balance of trade 
with this country, The problem of the 
intervening vears, however, remains. 


Need for Assistance 


Dealing with Isracl as a United King- 
dom market. the memorandum points out 
that the Steady growth of the Palestine 
economy under the Mandatory authority 
created a considerable demand for. capt- 
ial and* Semi-capital) goods this 
country. 4t is beheved that many sectors 
of British industry recognised the long- 
t¢rm value of mecting the continuing 
demand for these goods. I[t ts. stressed, 
however, that future purchases from the 
United Kingdom are likely to decline sull 
further unless Israel is given some help 
in resolving. its. balance-of-trade prob- 
lem with this country, | 

The: Chamber expresses the view that 
an imecrease in imports from Israel and 
the extension of «is credit facilities could 
result. in. the maintenance and develop- 
ment of Britain’s long-term interest in the 
expanding Israch market. 

To permit tong-term loans or credits 
would be the simplest method of main- 
taining the United Kingdom's: share of 
the Israch market, the memorandum 
States. i it understood that many 
Briuush exporters’ are willing to. grant 
extended credit to. Israel subject to réceiv- 
ing: cover from the Export 
Guarantee Department. It is: suggested 
that in the: economic interest of both 
countnes fuller facihues might be offered 
for transactions with Israel.

NEW GERMAN REPARATIONS OFFER 
$600,000,000 for Israel in Ten Years 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


The informal German proposal to 
resume discussions with the Israel: 
delegation at The Hague is reliably 
understood to have included a tenta- 
tive offer of 2,500,000,000 Deutsche- 
marks (about $600,000,000) payable 
over ten years, mainly in the form otf 
goods. This figure was mentioned to 
Dr. Goldmann by Dr, Adenauer, and 
previously to the Israeli delegation in 
Paris by a German spokesman. It 
was on the basis of this tentative sug- 
gestion that the Israeli Government 
decided to continue with the talks. 

The significance of the figure is seen 
to he-in the fact that it is substantially 
below Israel's claim of $1,000,000,000 
from Western Germany. It thus leaves 
a margin for an. eventual compromise 
which might be close to the figure of 
3,000,000 000 Deutschemarks (about 
$710,000,000) originally mentioned by 
the German delegates to the Hague talks 
as the maximum that Germany felt able 
or obliged to pay.

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VIGILANCE 


SO far as reports can be pieced together, 


there is as yet little conclusive evidence, in. 


“spite of the many suggestions being made in 
the world press, to show that Mme ANNA 
PAUKERS exclusion from the Rumanian 
Politbureau and general demotion is really 
a deliberate antisemitic move on the part of 
the Rumanian régime. But there can be little 
doubt that the attack on, and the downfall 
of, this outstanding Communist personality 
of Jewish birth is, among others, a move 
directed towards pacifying the Rumanian 
 Irasses, who may be restive under the repres- 
sions of the Communist régime forced on 
them. [The idea probably current in the minds 
of the controllers in Moscow ts that, as the 
Rumanian people have been notoriously 
antisemitic, they will accept the régime with 
less resentment if its leadership is taken out 
ol the hands of a Jewess. This tendency 
to appease the antisemitic feelings of the 
native population is not ‘restricted to 
Rumania. The latest pattern of Communist 
policy in Hungary, as well as in Poland, 


supports the same suggestion, Presumably, 


Soviet Russia; finding. itself in position 
where, because of international tension and 
its own. political designs, it has to make 
increasing demands on the peoples of | its 
satellites, has sought for ways and means of 
smoothing animosities among its chents. By 
removing from the Communist wheels such 
possible points of friction as Jews in authority 
where antisemitism has been endemic, the 
Soviet hopes to eliminate-one eause of diffi- 
culty and, by setting up non-Jews in office 
-instead, make these demands at least appear 
more acceptable. For, despite all the radical 
changes and propaganda of the Communist 


movement; the masses in the Soviet bloc of- 
countries remain inherently antisemitic. In_ 


Poland, for instance, the campaign to enforce 
collective farming, which for some years was 
vigorously conducted by Jewish Communists 
such as Vice-Premer Minc and Deputy 
Speaker ZAMBROWSKI, has lately been taken 
over by a far less efficient non-Jew—a con- 
‘cession to the stubborn antisemitism of the 
Polish peasant. 


Phus, it is largely a matter of expediency. 
. While they themselves may not have turned 
deliberately to antisemitism, the régimes. in 
Eastern Europe, in order to achieve their aims 
and reduce the ever. eXistent Opposition to 
Communism, are more and more succumbing 


to the temptation to placate antisemitism - 


instead of eradicating it--an~ opportunist 
policy of the utmost danger to the Jewish 
communities in those parts. 


It would, however, be a mistake to sup- 
pose that the dangers of antisemitism are 
restricted. to. Eastern Europe. growing 
volume of evidence 18 pouring in trom 
many parts. of the world of, words and 
actions. which carry with them the unmis- 
takuble stench of anti-Jewish prejudice. It 
is fortunately true that, as far as Britain ts 
concerned, antisemitism, as*.Mr. ANTHONY 
(sREENWOOD remarked last week, 1s at 
its lowest ebb to-day. All the candidates wath 
avowed fascist political views who have. put 
up tor election in recent years have received 
a derisory number of votes, and. in General 
Llections have forfeited their deposits. But 
this is a phenomenon which seems to be 
limited to Britain alone. The reports that we 
publish fron, our correspondents in’ France, 
lurkey. the Americas, and Italy, for example, 
give much cause for disquiet. In the 
immediate post-war period there was a 
noticeable and welcome decline in_ anti- 
Jewish sentiment all over the. world, first, 
no doubt, because the relief felt at the con- 
clusron of the war overrode other preoccu- 
pations, and secondly because of the terrible 
shock suffered, though it appears only tem- 
-porarily, by the human conscience at the 
unspeakable German atrocities then openly 
revealed. A third and certainly no _ less 
important factor contributing to the lessen- 


ing of antisemitism was the emergence of 
Israel as a State, with the accompanying 
manifestations of Jewish courage and fight- 
ing virtues. This period, however, would 
seem to be coming to an end and, with the 
increase of international tension and its con- 
comitant effects on communities and indi- 
viduals, emotion is again seeking a release 


in the old, old form of scapegoat-seeking. — 


Antisemitism, therefore, is again apparent. Its 
main seat still seems to be Germany, where 
Nazism, despite everything, is finding its 
roots again to some purpose. 

But manifestations of antisemitism = in 
various forms are becoming a daily occur- 
rence even in countries where democracy and 
tolerance are still the cherished and avowed 
ideals of millions of citizens. In the United 
States the approaching Presidential Elections 
appear to have revived a campaign of some 
sharpness against Jews, In Costa Rica, with 
only a handful of Jews, who’ found refuge 


there during the war, a virulent antisemitic ' 


campaign has been raging for months, with 
even a threatened open pogrom. A new antt- 
semitic daily paper in Istanbul denounces 
the Jews, even those who adopted the Moslem 
faith as far back as the time of SABBaTal ZVI 
in the seventeenth century, as Turkey's 
greatest menace: accusations strangely 
reminiscent in form of those current in Tsarist 
Russia half a century ago. | 

Such signs and portents may, to the dis- 
passionate observer, be simply indicative 
of the general malaise of the period, but that, 


-unfortunately, is no consolation to the victim 


or potential victim. These manifestations 


cannot be dismissed as a harmless passing © 


phase, They reinforce once again the old and 
hard lesson of experience: that there is, in 


‘race relations, no room for complacency, and 


that, as always, ceaseless vigilance is the price 
of freedom. The lesson is one not only for 
Jews but also for ail men of good will. 


MARRIAGE 

THE institution of marriage is at present 
very much in the public eye, particularly in 
connection with the evidence being given 
by a number of societies and individuals of 
varying degrees of responsibility to the 
Royal _ Commission on Marriage and 
Divorce. It is a matter for satisfaction— 
although not for complacency—that several 
authorities have expressed their admiration 
for the family life of the Jews. "Divorce 
among our people, though unhappily on the 
increase, 1s a relatively rare phenomenon, 


and cases of cruelty to children by Jewish 


parents are practically unheard of. Dr. 
Doris ODLUM, senior psychiatrist of the 
Elizabeth Garrett) Anderson Hospital, 
addressing the recent annual conference 
of the National Marriage Guidance 
Council at | 
* Childhood Influences on Marriage,” and 
made the point that we have here an 
unending chain of influences: the child that 
is brought. up in a happy home, giving. 
receiving, and sharing affection, 1s acquiring 
the psychological background that will 
enable him or her to undertake the respon- 
sibilities of matrimony with a_ greater 
anticipation of success: the happily married 
parent is in turn better equipped for the 
task of. bringing up children who‘ will be 
the husbands and wives of the future. In 
most Jewish homes, it 1s good to say, these 
conditions prevail. Yet it would be unsafe 
to sit back in self-satisfaction without taking 
into consideration certain dangers inherent 
in the situation, caused mainly by the 


shattering impact of the war on the Jewish. 


people. Dr. Opium referred to the unhappy 
upbringing of many Displaced Persons, 
whose childhood days in the camps, often 
deprived of the loving parental care that 
is every child's birthright, sometimes induce 
in them an aggressive attitude. towards 
society which is no favourable augury for a 
successful marriage. Thus the institution of 
marriage, within the Jewish community as 
in the wider sphere of the general com- 


munity, faces its — Perhaps one of the 


greatest Of these f§ the increasing secularisa- 
tion of marriage, as evidenced by the 
“registry office ” union, which, deprived of 
the all-important spiritual atmosphere of 
the house of worship, encourages the parties 
to regard their umion as a mere civil 
contract, terminable at: will, instead of a 
sanctification (“kiddushin’). It was a 
Jewish speaker at the conference, Dr. 
EUSTACE CHESSER, who reminded his hearers 
forcibly of this aspect, declaring that faith 
alone could give us the strength to cope 
with the complex problems of our lives 
to-day.

AMONG the happiest traditions of the 
recent Festival of Shavuot is that which 
associates the child with the book at this 
sacred season. This used to be considered 
the appropriate occasion for the young 
child to begin attendance at school and to 
Start the study of the Bible. Scriptural 
verses were formerly copied on a slate 
besmeared with honey, which the child then 
licked off ; and he was also given sweet cakes 
to eat on which Biblical passages had been 
inscribed.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


A HEARTENING report of their activities in 
support of the Hebrew University was 
presented at last week's annual meeting of 
the English Friends.” ViscouUNT SAMUEL, 
the Hon. President, who was in the chair, 
gave a survey that was marked by his 
customary vigour and lucidity. Not only 
does he work indetatigably for the cause 
in this country but he has also recently 
returned from a month’s visit to the United 
States,-where he revived American support 
on behalf of the Unversity. Professor 
SELIG BRODETSKY, who resigned his post as 
President of the University earlier this year, 
was able to speak from intimate personal 
experience about some of the current 
problems which beset the institution. 
After his recent visit to Israel, Sir BEN 
LOCKSPEISER, F.R.S., gave an authoritative 
account of: recent scientific developments 
there. Considerable importance attaches to 
his remarks about the desirability of close 
co-operation between the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, the Technion 1n Haifa, and the 
Institute of Science at Rehovot. It is grati- 
fying to know that such co-operation is 
actively. fostered by the Frends.” At 
present the University is passing through a 
period of much stress and strain. Questions 
of administrative policy are still in abey- 
ance pending the appointment by the 
Governors of a new President in succession 
to Professor BRODETSKY. Incidentally, it is 
a pity, because of the intense interest still 


evinced in the subject, that the full account 


of the letters which passed between. the 
Professor and the University some time ago 
has still not been released for general 
publication. Owing to the doubts surround- 
ing the future of the site and buildings on 
Mount Scopus, the University is urgently 
confronted with the problem of finding 
accommodation tor its many and growing 
activities. This very week marks the start 


of building operations on a fresh site for a 


new Hadassah University Hospital, although 
this site, some way out of the centre of 
Jerusalem, does not commend itself to the 
University authorities for their purposes. 
Negotiations are now under way for the 
acquisition of an additional -site for other 
Faculties, but economic and housing strin- 
gencies present great difficulties. Neverthe- 
less, the vital function which the University 
must fulfil in the State of Israel meets with 
general recognition. It is therefore to be 
hoped that the invaluable work of the 
* Friends” will be able to expand and 
develop still more widely.

Eugenics: Galton and After.

The scientific fame of Francis Galror 
largely on his pioneer work in the ise of 
measurements in biology. the 
sciences the measurement of things had become 
an essential aspect since the days of Galileo 
but biology continued to concern itself with 
qualitative rather than with quantitative differ.

developed suitable methods for the study of 
Variation im man, and in no field has his work 
been so fertile as in his use of measuremen:

it not for his other activities for which his name 
has come to stand. Ignoring the lesson of th: 
whole history of science, he sought to build up 
the science of human inheritance as af exclusive 
study confined to man, We now know that man 
IS a particularly difficult subject. for: the 
mbheritance: the advances that have been gamed 
in human genetics have been almosi entirely based 
on findings in plants and animals. his 
conceived attempt he introduced valuable mathe 
matical methods. and with the intuitive perception 
of genius he even appreciated the value: of studies 
of twins in assessing the respective roles of herediiy 
and environment—or nature and. nurture, as he 


called But in distinguishing sharply between. the 


two he introduced a false antithesis that has led 
to much biter and sterile disputation in subsequent 
vears. while his limited approach to human. inhen- 


tance did much to hold back the advances that 


subsequently became possible, and led him to some 
Strange behefs. He could. for instance. hold. that 
ability and character as such were inherited

God at Work. By James Parkes. 
Purnam, 10s.

As a Christian theologian, Dr. Parkes 
reminds the Christian world that Judaism 
has not been superseded by Christianity. 
He states: “ Judaism and Christianity are 
wo different religions, and neither can 
he understood as an imperfect form of 
the other.” Whatever criticism may be 
levelled against him in details, both by 
Jewish and Christian theologians, his aim 
show what common to Judaism and 
Chrisuianity wall be gratefully appreciated 
by the theologians of both camps 

He ‘speaks of three. revelations, the 


revelation of Judaism, of Christianity, and 


of scientific humanism, This is Dr. 
Parkes s own conception of a Trinity, not 
identical with, but, as he himself cautiously 
writes, corresponding’. to the tradt- 
uonal Christian conception of this dogma. 
His heart is often with the humanists. But 
in this, it: i obvious, he has somehow a 
bad conscience, remembering that he is a 
Chrisuan. He knows that a humanism 
without God must meet the fate of Greek 
rauionalism, of which Nilsson says: ** It 
wasted away as a fire burns itself out for 
lack of fuel.” Three points do not occur. 
io Der. Parkes: first.that his scienutic 
humanism, far from being a new revela- 
tion, is the athetstic humanism of ancient 
Greece coming to life again in modern 
Western civiliSation: secondly, that a 
theistic humanism is possible : and thirdly. 
that many Jewish thinkers have explained 
Judaism. as such religious humanism 
fhe Jewish reader will derive subsian- 
Hal profit from this hook. We Jews 
speak about’ Judaism from inside, Dr. 
Parkes from outside. He reters to things 
familar to us. but does so from an. angle 
new to us. This can be and often is of 
great importance. Especially Chapter IV. 
The Power which flows. from Sinai.” 
has the freshness of observation which 1s 
lacking in some Jewish writers who often 
fail to make articulate what 1s their very 
life. In another chapter Dr. Parkes has 
wise words to say about Judaism as a 
missionary religion: he sees clearly the 
difference between Christianity, which

A JEW AS LORD 
CHANCELLOR ? 


To the Editor of Tuk Jewisn 


Sir,—Mr. Hyamson refers, in your 
issue of May 23, to the question whether 
a Jew may become Lord Chancellor. 
Lord Simon, the then Lord Chancellor, 
in a debate which was as interesting us 
his reply was instructive, said in the 
House of Lords on May 11, 1943: "I 
Say quite blunily that: 1 do not know 
any reason why a Jew should not be 
appointed Lord Chancellor under our 
present law-——none at all.”’ 

The debate had been initiated by Lord 
Hemingford, who sought legislation to 
remove what he belicved was the lega! 
inability of Jew and Roman Catholic to 
hold that office. Lord Simon thought 
there was no need for legislation as far 
as the Jew’'s position was concerned. He 
refused on that occasion to pronounce 
upon the position of a Roman Catholic, 
which was not clear. He was under no 
inhibition regarding a statement as to how 
Jews- stood. | 

As Mr. Hyamson points out, the oath 


on the faith of a Christan is no longer 
any rematming . 


necessary, nor is there 
Statutory bar to a Jew assuming the office. 
But he refers to the view that as the 
Lord Chancellor is ‘the Keeper of the 
Queen’s conscience,” it would be against 
the sprrit of the constitution for the office 
to be held by a person not a member 
of the Church of England. If that view 


were correct it weald exclude far more 
than Jews and Roman Catholics. “ The 


Keeper of the Queen's conscience © is an 
outworn designation, with neither legal 
existence nor. practical connoiation. The 
words are a relic, and the duties which 


once gave them meaning no longer exist. 


The Lord Chancellor is a member of the 
Government, and his duties, as such. have 
progressively increased. His position 
the Queen’s principal legal adviser docs 
not render him the Keeper of the Queen s 
conscience in any sense. which is. not 
as. true for all his colleagues the 


‘Cabinet. 


Since a Jew may be appointed Lord 
Chancellor, no radical significance can 
be attached to the inclusion of Mi 
Justice’ Karminski the commission 
charged with the care and custody of th 
Great Seal in the absence abroad of the 
Lord Chancellor last year. In any case, 
the Lord Chancellor's. duty of the. care 
and custody of the Great Seal is a formal 
one in. fact. and im theory, so that. Mr. 
Justice Karminski'’s inclusion might nor 
have helped to answer Mr. Hyamson’s 
question.

Mr. Landman is determined that the

resist claims that the World Jewish Con- 
gress has a mandate or is_ technically 
competent to represent British Jewry.”

If a htile bicarbonate of soda is added 
when stewing gooseberries, less sugar will 
be needed.

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GROWING ANTISEMITISM IN COSTA RICA 


Alleged Government 


From our Own Correspondent 


New York 

A cable on the alarming growth of an 
antisemitic movement in Costa Rica has 
been sent by the New York Times 
correspondent who was sent to San Jose, 
the capital, to investigate the situation. 

The movement. he states, began its 
activities last Rosh Hashana. and. under 
the sponsorship of a group called the 
Junta Patnotica, has continued its cam- 
paignm since then, 

Virulent antisemitic propaganda, he 
says. 18 Appearing in advertisements in 
the local newspapers. anti-Jewish slogans 
are being daubed on street walls. and 
there have been some physical aliacks. 
The Junta is well supplied with: funds 
the source of which is unknown. 

The Government has adopted an 
official policy of detachment, stating that 
it will anterfere only if violence is 
threatened: otherwise, it says, i must 
uphold free speech. 

The press takes a similar attnude. it 
makes no comment on. antisemitic mani- 
festations. while continuing to print anti- 
Jewish. advertisements 

Presidem Oulo Ulate Blanco recently 
told a Jewish delegation that under the 
Constitution everyone had the right to 
express. himself freely. “ The campaign 
vou call anti-Jewish.” he said. “* may be

The antisemitic campaign is being 
conducted on the customary Nazi. pat- 
tern. It as alleged that Jews are exploit- 
ing Costa Ricans, cornering business 
enterprises, industries. and tinance. and 
that they are an unproductive element 
in the country. 

President Ulate was elected in 1946 in 
a campaign marked by his antisemitic 
public statements which he has never 
repudiated. The new presideniial elec-

Austrian Protest Against 
American Veto

VIENNA 

A strong protest against the American 
High Commission's decision to veto a 
Parliamentary Bill restoring full civic 
rights to Austrian é¢x-Nazis released from 
prisoner-of-war camps after April, 1949, 
has been issued by all parties im the 
Austrian Parhament. 

The Bill would have exempted people 

this category trom the penalties of the 
anti-Nazi laws enacted in 1945; restored 
to them their properties 
from their official records all references 
to their former Nazi afhhations.  Parlia- 
nent asked the Government to intervene 
with the Allied Council and to. protest 
against Allied interference in 
Austria's internal affairs. 

Following public criticism of his att- 
tude. Mr. Walter Donnelly, the U.S. High 
Commussioner, issued a statement capress- 
ing his disappoimtunenc that laws favour- 
ing. former.

PREVENTING RECU RRENCE OF NAZI ATROCITIES

New YorK 
The first two Articles of the -draft 
Covenant on Civil and Political Righis. 
adopted last week by the United Nations 
Human Righis Commission, now. in 
session here. reflect the concern of mem- 
her-States to. ensure that a repetition of 
the crimes. committed by the Nazis 

against the Jews be made impossible. 
The first Article, which specifies that 
“no one shall be arbitrarily deprived of 
his life’ and that “everyone's right to 
repeats 
the previsions of the orginal draft in 
connection with capital punishment. But 
the new draft specifies, too, that national! 
laws must not be contrary to the Geno- 
cide Convention, which ts intended to 
prevent mass murder. Britain and the 


United’ States abstained from voting 6n 
this clause. 

The second Article prohibits torture or 
cruel, inhuman, or degrading acts against 
human beings. . In particular, it forbids 
medical or scientific experiments on: per- 
sons without their ** free consent.” except 
when this is required in the interest, of 
physical or mental health. Britain 
abstained from voting on this issue when 
is proposal to delete the reference to 
medical experiments was rejected. 

The Commission has also approved an 
Article granting everyone the right to 
lreedom of thought, conscience. and 
religion. including the right to change or 
to manifest his religion without coercion, 
The Soviet delegate assured the Commis- 
sion that his country’s Constitution gave 
citizens the right to freedom of religious 
worship.
